Another demand for the 
recall of Mr. Egan has been made, this 
time by Mr. Arnold of Missouri, a Dem- 
ocratic member, and it is no secret in 
Democratic quarters that the polit- 
ical advisability of introducing a reso- 


lution providing for an inquiry into’ 


Minister Egan’s conduct is being dis- 
cussed. Republicans who have spoken 
say that such an investigation would be 
courted by Egan’s friends as a step 
which will lead to his total vindication. 
The preamble to Arnold’s resolution 
requesting the President to recall Egan 
says: 

Seiiicn the Minister, by his general 
course of action in giving asylum _ to 
Chileans in the late strife between the 


Congressional and Balmacedist parties has 
rendered himself obnoxious to that gov- 


| ernment and alienated in a marked degree 


the former friendship that the people had 
for this Government, and, by reason of the 
existing facts, the unfortunate attack by a 
Chilean mob upon American seamen oc.

The apology of 
the latter, coming as it did so close on 
the heels of the President’s message, he 
would not say indicated duplicity on the 
part of our Government, but evinced 
undue haste. That, however, was not 
germane to the spirit of the resolution. 
International courtesy demands, es- 
pecially in this case, the withdrawal of 
the obnoxious minister. Arnold’s reso- 
lution was referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. 


AFFAIRS IN CHILE. 


Sentiment in Favor of this Country—A 
Pangerons Torpedo Boat. 

New York, Feb. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald’s Valparaiso 
correspondent reports extreme gratifi- 
cation both in official and unofficial cir- 
cles at Secretary Blaine’s message an- 
nouncing that the reply to the ultima- 
tum is satisfactory. Among officials 
there has beena revulsion of feeling 
in favor of the United States. 

The torpedo Jaunch Serpento Aldea, 
under cover of a fog, on Friday morn- 
ing, fired two unloaded torpedoes 
against the torpedero Almirante Lynch. 
She passed under the guns of the A\l- 
mirante Cochrane, Esmeralda and 
Abotos to reach the Lynch and was not 
seen. Admiral Viel, commanding the 
sqyadron, will investigate the lax look- 
out kept on the Lynch. 

There is no likelihood of the Chilean 
government voting money for the 
World’s Fair, partly on account of the

Admiral Walker’s Squadron. 

Wasuincoton, Feb. 1.—The Navy De- 
partment is informed that the U.S.S. 
Concord left Bahia on Saturday for 
Montevideo. The flagship Philadelphia 
expected to arrive at the last- 
named port ina few days. The Boston 
and Yorktown are still at Callao, and it 
isnot yet settled whether either or 
both shall be sent to Valparaiso. 

New York, Feb. 2.—The Herald’s 
Montevideo special says: ‘‘The entire 
police force of this city has been kept.

At the trial, even after 
the prosecutor proved his innocence, you 
conceded nothing fully, although unable to 
offer a scintilla of evidence to establish the 
truth of the charges and not more than a 
scintilla to disprove malice. The case was 
so clear as to make it absurd to suppose that 
any twelve men Who could have been selected 
from the panel fury could have, acquitted 
you. Nearly two weeks have elapsed since 
your conviction, yet not one word of expla- 
nation, retraction or apology has appeared 
in your newspaper. Under the circum-

Cuicaao, Feb. 1.——[By the Associated 
Press.| J. B. Greefihut has offered to 
resign the presidency of the Whisky 
Trust. This is positively stated by-cer- 
tain directors who are here to attend 
tomorrow’s meeting. They further 
state that the offer was not accepted, 
but that this fact does not mean that 
harmony is restored. On the contrary, 
there is every indication of a stormy 
meeting. The opponents of Greenhut 
declare that “they. own 70 per cent. of 
the stock, and there isno reason ex- 
cept baseless bear movements why there 
| should be any decrease of confidence on 
the part of the stockholders. The com- 
pany, they say, was never more pros- 
‘perous, its profits being over $10,000 
per day. The talk of prosecution by 
the Government, they declare, is all 
nonsense, and merely a part of a scheme 
to frighten stockholders and allow the 
projectors of the plan to buy back at 
lower prices. 

Other directors said tonight, that un- 
less vital concessions are made tomor- 
row by the men who confess that they 
hold 70 per cent. of the stock, not only 
Greenhut but his friends will withdraw. 
In that eventit would bea fight be- 
tween the remnant of the trust and the 
men who madeit. Itis said the presi- 
dent will demand tomorrow as a condi- 
tion of retaining office that the price of 
spirits be further reduced and that the 
trust shall purchase the $3,000,000 to 
$4,000,000 worth of properties now 
leased by it and on which the leases ex- 
irefMfay 1. Itis urged by the Green- 

ut ty thatthe opposition, which is 
logied@up with stock as high as 67, is 
endeavoring to unduly inflate prices 
and then unload.

Cruel Treatment of Recruits 
In Germany. 


Barbarities that Recall the Days of 
Frederick the Great. 


Disclosures that Cause a Sensation in 
the Fatherland, 


| Other Foreign News—Fourteen Millions of 


Peasants at Starvation’s Door in 
Russia—The Dead Preacher— 
The Khedive Honored.

BERL'N, Feb. 1.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Socialist journal 
Vorwartz publishes a copy of an order 
issued to the Twelfth Army Corps by 


Prince George of Saxony, calling upon 


officers to put a stop to the inhuman 
treatment of the men by non-commis- 
Sioned officers, the Prince adding that 
socialism,., a public danger to Ger- 
many, will only be strengthened by 
such treatment. The order instances 
nine specific cases of cruelty. In 
some primitive drills the men 
were compelled to present arms 
500 times. In one case a recruit was 
obliged to raise and raise a can of boil- 
ing coffee until he became so exhausted 
that he allowed the can’s contents to 
run over his head and shoulders. In 
another case a sergeant named Pflug 
habitually kicked men and struck them 
with his sword, wantonly forced them 
to perform hard tasks and tortured 
them until they screamed with agony. 
Cases are instanced where men were 


| depth of winter, 
shirts, until they fainted. In addition 
many cases of blackmailing are men- 
tioned. The guilty sergeants have been 
sentenced to imprisonment of from two 
to five years each. 

The revelation of thése cruelties has 
caused much indignation among the 
public. The Vorwartz mentions some 
cases where men were kept at knee 
drill till they had performed the move- 
ment nearly 2000 times, or till they 
fainted. In one imstance, re- 
cruit who became ‘bathed in sweat 
in consequence of his exertion. was un- 
able to continue. A sergeant poured a 
‘jug of cold water over him and then 
thrashed him till the whip: broke. The 


| recruit’s legs were covered with welts, 


and as a result of the treatment he had 
to be placed in a hospital, where he 
layin a high fever. Sergt. Lohel frac- 
tured a man’s collar bone beating him 
with a rifle. He afterward tried to 
commit suicide, fearing he wou'd be 
found out. : 

In addition to other cruelties Ser- 
geant Pflug compelled men to chew 
dirty socks and forced recruits who 
failed to stretch their knees properly 
at drill to lie across two chairs in cer- 
tain positions. He would then sit upon 
their unsupported knees till they 
screamed from pain, when he would 
have them gagged. 


MILLIONS STARVING, 


An Appalling Picture of the Great Famine 
in Russia. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The horrors of the Rus- 
sian famine were today’ brought to the 
attention of the Department of State 
in a report from Minister Smith at St. 
Petersburg. He says in part: 

Cold as well as hunger causes terrible 
suffering. In some neighborhoods large 
numbers of people huddle together in 
houses most conducive to warmth. Barns 
were torn down and the boards used for 
firewood. Even thatched roofs were torn 
off and the straw is used to feed dying 
members. Clothing is given away itor 
bread: horses and cattle are sacrificed at a 
fifth of their value. Fodder is as scarce as 
human food. 

During the winter there is no. work, and 
fathers have left their wives and children 
to fight the battle of want alone, because 
they could do nothing and their absence 
left fewer mouths to feed at home. The 
bread which many are using is com- 
posed of wild arrack, potatoes, cHaff and 
jeaves, and these terrible conditions inev- 
itably produce disease, Within a radius of 
one mile there are 120 cases of typhus 
fever. Pestilence is decimating the people. 

The official estimate ofthe number of 
those without food or means of support 
who require aid is given as 14,000,000 per- 
sons, and this is probably below the true 
number. The loss to Russia by the famine 
is estimated at $500,000,000. Upto the 
present time there have been tew contribu- 
tions from abroad, but the goyernment and 
people of Russia are deeply sensible of the

Several Lives Lost at a Fire in New 
York,

house, No, 89 Hester street, started’ a 
blaze which, in.a few minutes, had 
spread through the upper partof the 
building.

Accident.

Lonpon, Feb. 1.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| A dispatch received this 
morning from the signal station at St. 
Catherine’s Point, the southern extrem- 
ity of the Isle of Wight, stated that the 
North German Lloyd steamer Eider 
from New York, January 238, for 
Bremen, stranded near that point last 
night. The North German Lloyd’s | 
agent at Southampton dispatched three 
tugs from that place to take off the 
Eider’s passengers. Government tugs 
were also sent by the Admiralty from 
Portsmouth, and they will endeavor to 
get the steamer off. The agents of the 
company here state that the LKider ig 
lying in an easy position and no dam- 
age is reported. They state that there 
is no cause for alarm either for the 
safety of passengers or vessel. Fifty-. 
seven bales of cotton jettisoned from 


| the Eider in attempts to float- her have 


been saved. On the shore a rocket ap- 
paratus was made ready for usein the 
event of it becoming necessary to take 
off all passengers and crew by means of 
the breeches buoy. 

A dispatch from St. Catharine’s Point 
tonight states that it was finally de- 
cided to be the safer plan to land pas- 
sengers, and accordingly the boats had 
landed all the 200 passengers and 
mails. Among the first passengers 
landed were Mrs. Rickard of Kansas, 
Mrs. Martin, Mrs. and Miss Grant and 
two children of New York, Mrs. Wall- 
seyer and three children of Brooklyn, ~ 
and Mrs. Bendig, Mr. and Mrs. Abra- 
ham, I, M. Kéliner, Mr. and Mrs, Ash-

Mr. Ashenden said that at the time 
the Eider struck the weather was ve 
féggy and it was only possible to see 
objects a short distance away. The 
passengers were somewhat startled at 
first, but were soon reassured by the 
news that there was no danger. So 
confident were the passengers in the 
assurances of the captain of the Eider 
that they were reluctant to quit the 
vessel in the lifé-boat when the life- 
savers first reached the steamer and 
offered totransfer the passengers to 
shore. So the life-boat returned. 
When the Brightstone life-boat came 
along later on the captain again refused 
the offer of help and the boat started to 
return. The crew had only rowed a 
short distance, however, when Mr. Ash- 
enden decided, as the steamer still re- 
mained fast on the ledge and there 
seemed but little likelihood of her get- 
ting afloat, that it would be the safest 
plan to go ashore, and he thereupon 
shouted for the life-savers to come 
back. He entered the boat with twelve 
others. Soon: afterward two more 


‘life-boats began landing passengers as — 


quickly as possible. These took refuge 
temporarily at a hotel, while those 
landing at Brightstone proceeded to 
London. The passengers concur in the 
statement that there is no apparent 
damage to the vessel. 

Another report shows that the cap- 
tain of the Eider declined the services 
of life-boats until noon, expecting to 
hold out until the arrival of tugs. A 
strong southwest wind arising, accom-_ 
panied by rainstorms, he ‘signalled the 
shore for help. The vessel listed 
slightly to port as the tide receded. 
Although she appeared close to the 
shore, it was found impossible to reach 
her by-double rockets. As the tide 
ebbed the wind fell. By nightfall six 
tugs arrived,and are awaiting an at- 
tempt to tow the vessel off, which will 
be made in the morning: 

The landing..of- passengers became 
somewhat risky after 8 o’clock in the 
evening, when the wind, which was 
blowing dead ashore, freshened consid- 
erably and threatened to increase toa 
gale. Much relief was felt when the 
last load was landed. 

The captain of the Eider took pre- 
cautions to save a large amount of 
money on the steamer, He gave orders 
to haveit carried to the deck, anda 
largenumber of bags, containing all 
told $800,000 in specie, were soon 
piled on the side facing the shore. The 
big sum of money was so arranged that 
should necessity arise it could be sunk 
in a place of safety among the rocks, 

Capt. Addison, one of the passengers, 
highly praises the conduct of the captain 
and crew when the accident happened. 


‘He says there was not the slightest con- --r 


fusion or excitement visible among 
either officers or men during all the try- 
ing time. Instead, military calmness 
and discipline prevailed, and every 
order was correctly given and as cor- 
rectly carried out. This had a very 
calming effect on the passengers. The 
menin charge of St. Catherine’s light 
say that the fog siren was in full opera- 
tion at the time of the stranding of the 
ship and was blowing during the hours 
the fog lasted, and the eleetric light 
was burning at its fullest power; The 
weather was sointensely heavy, how- 
ever, that although the Eider was only 
three miles distant, neitherthe sound 
of the siren nor the rays of light pen- 
etrated the fog to give those on the 
steamer any intimation of danger.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


An Important Meeting of the City 
Fathers. 


A Street Railroad That Wants to Sur- 
render Its Franchise, 


| The Paving of Figueroa the Cause of | 


This Action. 


A Lengthy Debate on the Buena Vista 
Street Grade—The Third Street Open- 
ing—Bids Opened—Reports of 
Officers—Routine Business. 


The City Council met ih regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
hour, President Bonsall in the chair 
and every ward represented. 

After the usial preliminaries had 
been disposed of a message was re- 
ceived from the Mayor, transmitting a 
communication from ‘the Main Street 
and Agricultural Park Railroad Com- 
pany relating to the abandonment by 
said corporation of its franchise to 
operate a street railroad on Figueroa 
street from Washington: to Jefferson 
street, the said communication having 
been served on him January 30, 1892, 
which was read as follows: 

The Main Street and Agricultural Park 
Railroad Company, a corporation, hereby 
gives notice that it desires to and does 
abandon that certain franchise . heretofore 
granted to said corporation by the city of 
Los Angeles, and authorizing said corpora- 
tion to operate a street railroad from the 
junotion of Figueroa and Washington 
streets southerly along said Figueroa street 
tothe northerly line of Jefferson street, 
and have already removed its tracks from 
said Figueroa street and from the line so 
abandoned. 

The undersigned does not abandon, or in 
any manner waive, any frafichise or part of 
any franchise except as above designated 
and limited, but, on the contrary, intends 
to pursue, carry out, maintain, operate and 
enjoy .the several franchises heretofore 
granted to it, or its assignors, fully and 
completely with the exception as aforesaid. 
By order of the board of directors, etc. 

Upon motion of Councilman Tnfts the 
matter was referred to the City At- 
torney. 

The Mayor also returned unapproved 
the demand of Louis Colosurdo for $1.50 


for interpreter’s fees) stating that the 


same was properly a charge against the 
county and not the city. 

Upon motion of Councilman Nickell 
the Mayor’s veto was sustained, the 
vote by which the demand had been ap- 
proved reconsidered and the demand de- 
nied. 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. _ 

The City Clerk’s report was then 
taken up as follows: 

In the matter of the construction of 


the Victor avenue sewer, he stated that | 


an ordinance of intention had been 
passed on November 19 last, protests 
had been filed and the Council had ac- 
quired jurisdiction on December 29 
last. Asthere were certain advertis- 
ing bills to be paid in connection there- 
with he asked instructions asto whether 
or not proceedings were to be aban- 
doned.

A LENGTHY DEBATE, 

This subject was the occasion of a 

debate. Councilman Nickell 

that the street was in very bad 
shape, and it would be a very great in- 
justice to the property owners to leave 
it as it was. 

Councilman Rees moved that the 


Street Siperintendent be directed to | 


put the street in reasonably good condi- 
tion. The Electric Railway Company 
was certainly not to blame for the mat- 
ter as it had laid its tracks to the offi- 
cial grade, and the blame rested with 
the city. 

Councilman McGarry thought that if 
the company repaired its share of the 
street the expense would’be curtailed. 
The street was certainly in good shape 
before those tracks were laid, and any 
expense incurred ought to be defrayed 
by the company. 

Councilman Rees expressed surprise 
at the fact that the chairman» of the 
Board of Public Works, who was 

usually so observant, should have failed 
to notice that the street was undulating 
in places and had been a poor piece‘*of 
work, originally. 

After some further talk City Engineer 
Dockweiler was summoned and, in re- 
sponse to ‘Councilman McGarry’s que- 
ries, he explained briefly that the 
trouble arose from the fact that the 
street had been built on a fill and no 
allowance had been made for settle- 
ment, the result being that there were 
places where the street had settled over 
eighteen inches. The electric com- 
pany had laid its tracks on the official 
grade he had furnished them, and it 
was the city’s fault that the street was 
now in such bad shape. He estimated 
the cost of repairing it at about $1000, 
but suggested that the company be re- 
quired todo as the cable company had 
done on Broadway. 

President Bonsall said it was not fair 
for a railroad company to enter upon a 
street and render it impassable. 

Councilman Tufts thought the people 
should have the relief they demanded, 
but as no action could be taken offhand 
the matter was, on his motion, referred 
to the Board of Public Works, in con- 
junction with the City Engineer and 
Street Superintendent, for investiga- 
tion. 5 

COMMITTEB REPORTS. 
- The report of the Finance Committee, 
as heretofore published, was adopted as 
read, and the accompanying demands 
approved in accordance with its rec- 
ommendations. 

A communication was received from 
the Chief of Policé suggesting that a 
mounted officer be temporarily hired to 
assist in guarding the chain-gang, as his 
six men were too busy to attend to such 
matters. The letter was filed. 

The report of the Supply Committee 
recommending that it be authorized to 
dispose of eight gas stoves in the City 

Hall.at the best price obtainable, and 
that the Clerk be dire¢ted to advertise 
for a year’s supply. of lumber, was 
adopted as read. Theusual number of, 
requisitions for supplies were approved 
in accotdance with the recommendation 
of said committee. 

The reportof the Board of Public 
Works was then taken up andall but two 
of its many recommendations were 
adopted as read. The matter of the 
proposed ordinance for the widening of 
Washington street, between Maple ave- 
nue and San Pedro street, was referred 
back to that body. : 

Inthe matter of the projected open- 
ing of Third street, between Los An- 
geles and San Pedro streets, the board 
recommended that it be opened’to an 
uniform width of seventy feet. 

THE THIRD STKEET OPENING. 

Councilman Rhodes, however, pre- 
sented a minority report, which occas- 
ioned another long debate, recommend- 
ing the abandonment of the present 
proceedings and commencing with a 
new ordinance fixing the western limits 
of the district of assessment at 100 or 
125 west of Broadway. The matter 
finally went over untilthe afternoon 
session. 

The matter of the ordinance granting 
the Los Angeles Consolidated Electric 
Railway Company leave to change its

session. 

Councilman Summerland moved that 
a wooden crosswalk be laid on the west 
line of Howard street, at Aliso street.

ZANJA BUSINESS, , 

The Zanja Committee reported the 
following recommendations, which were 
adopted: 

That the Los Angeles Consolidated 
Electric Railway Company be allowed 
to connect a pipe with zanja No. 2 on 
condition that it pay'the city $120 per 
annum in advance for the water, and 
connect a fire hydrant on Sixth street. 

That the money paid by the Los An- 
geles Lighting Company be placed to 
the credit of the new water fund. 

- That Mrs. Anna Gray be allowed to 
pipe zanja No. 2 across her lot in the 
Bliss tract at her own expense, 
Adopted. 

That the City Attorney report as to 
whether or not any contract exists with 
either the Los Angeles Cracker Com- 
pany, the Capital Milling Company, ‘or 
the Woolen Mill Company, granting a 
franchise exempting them from paying 
rent forthe zanja water used for power. 

That G. E. Milliken be charged #860 
per month for the use of the water from 
zanja 6-1 for his Ann street ice works, 
on condition that he lower the dam 
four feet and place a gate there; it 
being understood that he be allowed a 
rebate of $2 per day when there is no 
water in said zanja. 

Recommend that plans and specifica- 
tions for the piping and fluming of zanja 
No. 2 be adopted, and the Clerk adver- 
tise for bids for the same.

Upon motion of Councilman Rees the 
Street Superintendent was directed to 
remove so much of the sides from the 
Macy street bridge as will permit per- 
sons driving over said bridge to readily 
see approaching trains. 

Councilman Innes nioved that a 83000 
ca ndle-power light be placed on a sixty- 
foot mast at the intersection of First 
and Frémont avenue, the lights to be 
taken from some. of the large masts.

Afternoon Session, 

The Council was called to order at

seats and President Bonsall in the 
chair.

Councilman Nickell was opposed to 
this, as he did not believe that only one 
side of those who had property to sell — 
should be taken. President Bonsall 
opposed the extension of the district of 
assessment, as this is a matter in which 
his ward is interested, and rather than 
have this done he would vote for the 
proceedings as they stood. 

Councilman Alford wanted to hear 
the protests. read, and an officer was.

In the meantime, while waiting, the

A desultory talk ensued, several 
members remarking that ‘‘the Council 
had got in a hole,’’ but as no oneseemed 
te be able to suggest a way out the 
matter was dropped. 

STREET SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

The. following supplemental report- 
from the Street Superintendent was 
read and filed: 

In the matter of the petition of A. J. 
Lenox and a motion of Mr. Nickell, which 
motion, pending action, was referred to 
this department, I have to report that the 
matter is entirely out of the hands of this 
department and the honorable Council, as 
is plainly set forth in the report of the City 
Atforney of December 7, 1891. 

There are no obstructions in the alleys 
between San Pedro and Wall streets over 
which the city has jurisdiction. The alley- 
way referred to in said petition, as I under. 
stand it, is located along the east line of 
lot 21, block 4, of the Orchard tract, and is 
a cul de sac apparently leftfor the benefit 
of two lots owred by the same party.

Ihave letters from three of the largest 
nurserymen in the East, asking metoattend 
the January meeting of the New York State 
Nurserymen and make a statement of what 
I know about the way that the Eastern nur- 
seryinen have been treated by the Califor- 
nia Commissioners, and also asking me to 
gotothe national convention, which meets 
in June, and make, the same statement 
there, The object of this request is to have 
all the nurserymenin the East join in a 
combination to get Congress to take off the 
duty on raisins, apricots and prunes that 
are imported from the Mediterranean and 
the reason why they want this done is be- 
cause that thev believe—and I would not 
wonder if it was true—that all the laws that 
have been Foe, ruling the Eastern 
trees out of California have beenenacted at 
the. request and instigation of California 
nurserymen for their own selfish purposes.

The mind- 
reader led t@the or promptly and accu- 
rately, but he had a long search for the 
pin because there were fourteen or fifteen 
of them inthe curtain. This test was done 
over, the pin being placed against the pro-' 
scenium and quickly located. : 

The next was a card test. A card being 
selected from a pack was touched upon a 
certain place and concealed in another 
place. The mind-reader was to designate 
the two localities and then tell the suit and 
the character of the card. There was 
a decided mental disagreement between 
the mind-reader and his first subject, and 
Tyndall dismissed him with some cutting 
remarks as to honesty and so forth. He 
stated that the subject was wilfully defeat- 
ing him in his efforts. Another subject 
was found and the test was made promptly 
and satisfactorily, The card was a nine of 
diamonds. 

A mock murder scene was enacted while 
Tyndall wasin his room, and, when the 
mind-reader came out, by the aid of his 
subject he found the murderer, found the 
concealed weapon, found the murdered 
man and designated the manner in which 
the fatal blow had been dealt. 

Inlike manner a mock theft was traced 
up by the aid of a detective who had wit- 
nessed the act; the thief designated and a 
stolen coin recovered. 

A wedding party was arranged on the 
stage, consisting of a priest, bride, groom, 
bridegroom and bridesmaid. Then the 
party dispersed in the audience. By the 
mental assistance of the witness the mind- 
reader picked out the members of the 
party, one by one, from the audience, 
gathered them upon the stage and finally 
arranged them in the order in which the 
stood when the ceremiony was performed. 

Throughout the entertainment, which 


was quite exciting and astounding 
in many features, the sympathy of 
the audience seemed to be _ with 
the mind-reader, and he was ap- 


plauded for every successful feat. Two or 
three of the subjects attempted to be 
“smart Alecks.’’ Sometimes they suc- 
ceeded in fooling the subjects, and thus 
Tyndall was led into errors and considera- 
bly bothered. If the mind which he read 
was misinformed or befooled nothing else 
could be expected than that the mind- 
reader would go wrong. One sub- 
ject. led’ the mind-reader on a _ wild 
goose chase around «the hall, and 
up into' ome ofthe private boxes for the 
manifest of the operator 
ridiculous.’ e erward acknowledged 
that he did this ‘‘to.see if Tyndall. would go 
where he directed.””

The history of Boyd is then traced,such 
as his voting in Ohio in 1855 under the 
belief and assurance from his father 
that he (the father) had taken out his 
final papers. Then is traced Boyd's 
long career in Nebraska as a voter, 
office-holder and soldier against the 
Indians, with a view of showing that 
for over thirty years Boyd enjoyed all 
the rights of citizenship. Under the 
circumstances James E. Boyd, the court 
says, is entitled to claim that if his 
father did not complete his naturaliza- 
tion before his son had attained his 
majority the son can not be held to 
have held the inchoate status he ac- 
quired by the declaration of intention; 
op the contrary, that the oath he took 
and his action as a citizen Jentitled him 
te insist upon the benefit ofvhis father’s 
act and placed him in the same cate- 
gory as his father would have occupied 
if he had emigrated to the Territory of 
Nebraska; that, in short, he was within 
the intent and meaning of the acts of 
Congress in relation to citizens of the 
Territory and was made a citizen of 
the United States and of the State of 
Nebraska under the organic and en- 
abling acts and acts of admission. An- 
other and shorter course of reasoning 
brings the court to the same conclusion, 

After citing a number of similar cases 
the court says there can be no doubt 
that the fact that Boyd’s father became 
a naturalized citizen before October, 
1854, is well pleaded in Boyd’s answer 
and, therefore, admitted by the de- 
murrer in behalf of Thayer. The court’s 
order reads as follows: 7 

The judgment of the Supreme Court of 
Nebraska is reversed and the cause re- 
manded to be proceeded in accordance to 
law and in conformity with this opinion. 

Unless the Nebraska courts should of 
their own accord depart from the usual 
custom Gov. Boyd. will not be rein- 
stated in office before March at the 
earliest. Ex-Attorney-General Gar- 
land asked ior a mandate from the 
court this afternoon, but Chief Justice 
Fuller said the court could not depart 
from its usual custom and would not is- 
sue a mandate before the usual time un- 
less notice of intention be given the other 
side. As the court adjourns until 
February 29 this action of the court 
will effect adelay in the issuance of 
‘the court’s order until after its reas- | 
sembling. 

LincoLn (Neb.,) Feb. 1.—The news of 
the decision of the United States Su- 
preme Courtin the Boyd-Thayer case 
was received quietly here. —Gov.

ANOTHER IMPORTANT RULING. 


The Anti-lottery Law Held to be Con- 
stitutional. 
| Wasurxeton, Feb. 1.—The United 
} States Supreme Court today,, upheld 
the constitutionality..of the anti-lottery 
act ot the last Congress, affirming the 
decision in the cases of the publishers 
of two New Orleans newspapers, in- 
dicted on charges of sending through 
the mails newspapers containing lot- 
tery advertisements. 
The court said that the. opinion in ex 
parte Jackson held that the power 
vested*in Congress to establish post- 
offices and postroads embraced the regu- 
lation of the entire postal system of the 
country and designated what may and 
what may not’be excluded. The power 
granted to Congress completed and car- 
ried with it power to forbid the use of 
the mails in aid of the perpetration of 
crime or immorality. The court says it 
must be left to Congress in the exercise 
of sound discretion to determine what 
shall be excluded. There is no abridge- 
ment of the freedom of the press for 
the reason thatthe Government does 
not prohibit communication by other 
means, but simply through Government 
agencies which it controls. 


RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


A Complaint Against the Southern Pacific 
Yosemite Branch, 

San Francisco, Feb. 1.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]. The Railroad Commis- 
sioners held their regular meeting to- 
day. T. T. Fricks addressed a letter to 
the Commissioners, saying: 

My home is near Raymond, Fresno 
county, and I am, therefore, personally 
interested in the charges made on 
the Yosemite branch of the Souhern 
Pacific. It seems time that some- 
thing was done to reduce the exhorbitant 
charge of 10 cents per mile for a second 
or a third-class car, or $2 for twenty-one 
miles. . It is a prohibition rate, and people 
cannot use the road except in case # ne- 
cessity. If the rate were 5 cents per mile, 
or $1 from Raymond to Berenda, we would 
think it reasonable.

quorum, and his speech was enthusias- 
tically applauded by Republicans as an 
able defense of Speaker Reed’s rulings. 


FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION.

THE WATER QUESTION. 


Some Correspondence of General 
Interest. 


| The Valuation Placed by the City 


Company on Its Plant, 


It Will Sell Out to the City for Two 
and a. Half Millions. 


The Offer Only Open for Twenty Days— 
Slow Work Getting the Consent of 
the Stockholders—The Com- 
mittee’s Reply. 


Some days ago the special committee 
of the Council on water supply, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Bonsall, Innes and 
Rhodes, which has under consideration 
a plan for the city obtaining cohtrol of 
the water supply of the city and the 
perfecting of acomplete system for the 
entire municipality, either by purchase 
or otherwise, sent a communication to 
the City Water Company, asking fora 
detailed statement of the present con- 
dition ofits plant, and the price at 
which it would be willing to sell to 
the city. The communication was 
drawn up by City Engineer Dockweiler, 
and is in the nature of a series of ques- 
tions as to the extent and nature of the 
company’s headworks, of conduits, of 
reservoirs, filters. pipes, their size and 
character, house connections, their 
number and size, number and character 
of valves»and pumps and their capaci- 
ties—in fact, everything that would be 
calculated to throw any light on the 
subject. 

The company replied to this commu- 
nication Saturday evening, and Sunday 
a meeting of the committee was held. 
The mattter was talked over, when it 
was decided to ask the company for 
further information, and yesterday it 
was decided to make the correspond- 
ence up to date public. 

THE WATER COMPANY’S REPLY. 

Following is the water company’s re- 
ply to the committee’s communication 
asking for a detailed statement: 

Los ANGELES, Jan. 29, 1892. 

To the special committee of the Council 
of the City of Los Angeles appointed for the 
purpose of ascertaining from the water com- 
pantes of this city the prices 
plants—GENTLEMEN: At our interview in 
the early part of this month you notified 
me that you wished to know what the Los 
Angeles City Water Company would sell all 
their property for, including all the water 
anyon and property owned and controlled 

* stated to you that we would have an ad- 
journed stockholders’ meeting of the water 
company on the 18th, and that-I-would 
present the matter tothe stockhalders and 
ask them tofix a price for the works s0 
owned and controlled, and report the re- 
sult to your committee.

I notice 
thatin the blank schedule made out by 
your engineer to be filled out by our com- 
pany that, tgp by an oversight, he has 
omitted a very valuable part of our proper- 
ties and whichis alithe property 
owned and. controlled by the Los Angeles 
City Water Company on the east side of the 
river, viz.: The rightof water develop- 
ment of 1526 acres of land in the Arroyo 
Seco, and lands adjoining with the water 
already developed thereon, which at its 
great elevation above the city, the high 
hills on the e and west side of the river 
can be supplied;and which is now supply- 
ing the high lands of East Los Angeles and 
Boyle Heights by gravity by the develop- 
ment from asmall portion of these lands.

TYNDALL AS A HYPNOTIST. 


A Clever Test at the Police Station Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 

Tyndall, the mind-reader, happened 
in at the police station yesterday and 
the officers gave him a subject to work 
upon in the person of a prisoner who 
was apprehended several days ago for 
selling stolen property, and who, since 
his incarceration, has been supposed to 
be shamming insanity. The’ police 
wanted to know where he came from, , 
where he obtained certain jewelry 
found in his possession and still un- 
claimed, where he stopped in the city 
before his. arrest, and where he last 
saw his pal. For several days he has 
lain in his bunk, refusing to eat or’ 
speak, and giving only a strong glare. 
to anybody who addressed him. 

Tyndall went to his bunk and, at. first, 
could not induce the man to speak at 
all. Then hemade afew passes over 
the man’s head and hypnotized him. 
He closed the subject’s eyes and said, 
‘*You are asleep; you cannot open your 
eyes.’ 

Whether he could or couldn't, the 
fact was that he didn’t until Tyndall 
said sharply: ‘‘Now them,” 
when the lids flew up like the top of a 
jack-in-the box. Tyndall got the man 
up out of his bunk, made him stand, and 
introduced Detective Bosqui to him 
with the words: ‘‘This is your father.”’’ 
He then told the man to shake hands 
with Bosqui and that he could talk to 
his father, and should answer questions 
put to him. 

After an apparent effort the man 
cleared his throat and proceeded to 
talk in a feeble, far-away sort of voice, 
He told about coming from Canada arid 
said that he brought the watch and 
chain with him; that he had been in an 
insane asylum at Salem, Or., and had 
been discharged; told where he’ had 
stopped while in town and where and 
when he last saw his pal; that the pal 
went to Santa Monica; gave a descrip- 
tion of the man, told his age, and, in 
fact, answered all the questions pro- 
pounded to him. He volunteered the 
information that spirits came to find 
him day and that they beat and 
abused him fearfully. 

“Well,” said Tyndall, ‘‘they won't 
come any more; now mind that; they 
won't come any more to bother you. 
When Igo away you will have a good 
sleep.’’ .. 

As the prisoner followed his biddin 
and gotinto the bunk, Tyndall hande 

chim a piece of paper and said: ‘Here 
is something very nice to eat; eat it.” 

The man tore off a piece of the ‘paper 
and began to chew it vigoroushy. Then 
Tyndall said: ‘It is poison; it will kill 

u;"’ and the fellow spat the piece out 
of his mouth and threw the rest onthe 
floor with apparent disgust. 

Putting the man to sleep again, tell- 
ing him he was all right, Tyndall left 
him to his slumbers. | 

If the prisoner's illusions about spir- 
its are dispelled when he awakes from 
his hypnotic sleep some good will have 
been accomplished at any rate. It is 
probable that the authorities will write 
tothe insane asylum referred to and 
see whether the man’s story is’ substan- 
tiated. If it is they will give more 
credence to the theory of insanity.

SOMEWHAT MIXED. 


The Coloneley of the Seventh 
Regiment, N. G. C. 


A Decision by Judge Clark in the 
Russeli-Schrieber Case. 


ARather Peculiar State of Affairs 
Brought About. 


Col. mn i Had Not Been Properly Ousted 
When Col, Schreiber Was Appointed, 
Therefore No Vacancy Existed 
—The Case Reviewed. 


The long+pending case of the people 
vs. Schreiber, which has attracted 
more or less attention for some months 
past in National Guard circles, has been 
settled. Judge Clark handed down his 
decision yesterday, the main points of 
which are as follows: 

This isa writ of quo warranto brought 
in the name of the people at the relation of 
W. H. H. Russell and by the direction of the 
Attorney-General to try title to the office 
of colonel of the Seventh Regiment of In- 
fantry, First Brigade of the National 


‘Guard of California. 


The relator was duly elected and commis- 
Sioried to said office for the term of four 
years from the 5th day of May, 1888. On 
the 7th day of February, 1891, at an 
election held pursuant to a special order of 
the brigade commander, the defendant, 
William G. Schreiber, was elected to the 
office of colonel ot said regiment and there- 
after a commission was issued to him. 

Defendant was, of course, elected and 
commissioned upon the theory that a 
vacancy existed in said office, and whether 
or not such vacancy did exist is the ques. 
tion which this case presents. The evi- 
dence discloses that before a court-martial 
convened in April, 1890, the relator was 
tried and found guilty upon. certain 
charges and specifications and sentenced 
to be ‘‘discharged from the service of the 
National Guard of California.’’ Section 
2079, P. C., provides that a person so 
sentenced may apply to the commander.-in- 
chief to revise the proceedings and to dis- 
approve them or pardon the offence, in 
which case the proceedings shall be trans- 
mitted to the commander-in-chief and the 
execution of the sentence suspended until 
the proceedings be returned with the de 
cision thereon. 

From the sentence of the court-martial 
the relator appealed to the commander-in- 
chief, and thereafter, in July, 1890, gen- 
eral order No. 11, by the commander-in- 
chief and signed by the adjutant-general, 
was issued from the general headquarters 
at Sacramento. This order, after reciting 
the facts, the grounds of appeal and the 
reasons of the decision, proceeds as fol- 
lows: ‘‘For the foregoing reasons the pro- 
ceedings, finding and sentence in the case 
of Col. WH. H. Russell, Seventh Infantry, 
N. G. C., are disapproved and he is released 
from arrest. The evidence adduced in this 
case shows great carelessness in the per- 
formance of his duty by Col. Russell and 
negligence in the management Of the finan- 
cial affairs of his command, running

read, “The commander-in-chief, with the 
consent and approval of the major-gen- 


eral, adjutant-general, etc., shall “have 
power to transfer, attach, | consolidate,

The evidence here shows that 
the order of transfer was made by the 
commander-in-chief. It recites that it was 
made with the approval of the board of 
location and organization, but the only 
evidence of any action by the board isa 
copy of the minutes of the board of date 
Septem¥Ber 1, 1890, which shows that with- 
out any formal meeting the officers con- 
Sstituting the board correspondence 
through the mail authorized and con- 
curred in special orders 35 and 39 
of the commander-in-chief transferring 
Co.G. from the Seventh Regiment to the 
Ninth Regiment of the First Brigade and 
back again to the Seventh Regiment. 

This was not, I think, sufficient. It fol- 
lows that I am of the opinion that special 
ordes No. 35 did not destroy the regi- 
mental organization of the Seventh Reg!i- 
ment; that at the time of the election of de- 
fendant no vacancy existed inthe office of 
colonel thereof and that defendant has no 
title to said office. Iagree with counsel for 


defendant that the court has no power to} 


review the order of the commander-in- 
chief that the relator shall not assume 
command of his regiment, and no order or 
decree will be made reinstating him in 
command. But their argument that the 
cours has no jurisdiction to try the ques- 
tion of title to the office of colonel is with- 
out merit. If any person claims title to 
any office created by the law of the State, 
whether civil or military, his right thereto 
may be determined by suit brought by the 
attorney-general in the name of the people. 
(C.C.P., sec. 803.) 

It is provided by section 809, C. C. P,,; that 
if the defendant against whom such an 
action as this be brought is adjudged to be 
usurping or unlawfully holding such office, 
judgment must be rendered that he be ex- 
cluded from the office, and that he pay the 
costs of the action, and the court may in its 
discretion impose a fine not exceeding 
$5000 

This is not a case that would justify the 
imposition of any fine, The question whether 
field officers of the National Guard can be 
removed from office in the manner here at- 
tempted is a question of interest, and one 
upon which a decision of the Supreme 
Court would be of value. 
so drawn that the question oan be expedi- 
tiously presented to that tribunal by an ap- 
peal upon the judgment roll. Let findings 
and judgment be entered in accordance 
“herewith.

The rainfall for the twenty-four hours 
ending at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
as reported by the Government observer, 
was 1.22 inchés, Which brings the total 
for the season up to 4.15 inches.

LEADING A LIFE OF SHAME, 


A Young Woman Who RKefusesto Return 
to Her Relatives. 


| The Chief of Police received a sin- 


gular letter from Charles Gingnon of’ 
yesterday morning.’ 


Helena, Mont., 
Gingnon stated in his letter that he has 
a young sister in this city who was kid- 
napped by anotorious French ‘mac’’ 
of this city named Pauley. The letter 
states that the girl had been placed in 
a crib on one of the notorious streets, 
and he asked that his little sister be 
taken from the ‘‘mac’’ and returned to 
him. 

A description of the girl was given 
Detective Bosqui and he soon located 
the girl and her lover and conducted 
them to the city prison, when she was 

ade acquainted with the contents of 

er brother’s letter. 

She positively refused to give up her 
life of shame and stated’that her brother 
is to blame for the life she is now lead- 
ing. A few years ago he went to 
France and induced her parents to allow 
her to come to this country with him. 
He told their parents that he was run- 
ning a big restaurant in Montana, and 
wanted his sister to help him in the 
management of the restaurant. 

_ Instead of treating her as he should 
he placed herin a house of prostitution 
and compelled her tq lead a life of 
shame. She made herescape as soonas 
possible and came to ‘this city, but she 
could get nothing to do to earnan 
honest living so she went back to a life 


of shame, and she does not propose to. 


give it up to go back to her brother. 
She seems quite young, but says she 
is 21 years of age, and nothing could 
be done with her by the authorities. 
Her brother was so notified. ,

asking that the sentence of the 
court in his case be carried into 


effect and that he shall be discharged from 
the State military service, For the fore- 
going reasons the commander-in-chief is 
convinced that the interests of the service 
demand that Col. Russell shall no longer 
exercise active command. Therefore, he 
will not assume command of his regiment 
without further. orders from this office. 
His application to be placed upon the re- 
tired list will be acted uponif forwarded 
within ten days after his receipt of this 
order. The commander of the First Bri- 
gade will cause a copy of it to be served 
upon him and notify this office at once of 
the date of such service. If, at the end of 
ten days, his application to be placed upon 
the retired list, or his resignation, is not in 
the hand of the brigade commander, his 
position will be made vacant by disbanding 
the regiment, which will be effected by 
mustering out one or more of the compa- 
nies composing it.’’ 

Col. Russell made no application t6 be 
placed upon the retired list nor did he 
place his resignation in the hands of 
the brigade commander within the said 
ten days, and on August 1, 1890, a 
special order was issued transferring 
Co. G, Seventh Regiment, tothe Ninth 
Regiment. Judge Clark then gives the 
details of the transfer and also the 
order transferring Co. G back to the 
Seventh Regiment, which took place 
September 1, 1890, and continues: 

It will be seen, therefore, that instead of 
taking the straight path the commander-in- 
chief went pirouetting.’round through the 
woods; that instead of approving the pro- 
ceedings of the court-martial and dismising 
the relator from the service he attempted 
to accomplish the same end by indirect 
means, and although general order No. 11 
and special order No. 35 speak of-the office 
or ‘‘position’’ being made vacant the theory 
evidently was that special order No. 35 de- 
stroyed the regimental organization of the 
Seventh Regiment and tpso facto abolished 
the office of colonel. Iam not inclined to 
the opinion that such result would neces- 
sarily follow or that officers can be so re- 
moved from office. 


Officers of the National Guard are execu- |. 


tive officers of the State (P.C., sec. 341,) 
and the tenure of their office is regulated 
by law. Sec. 1939, P. C., reads; ‘The 
rules and regulations of the army of the 
United States so faras the same may be 
applicable andfnot inconsistent with the 
laws of this State and the rules and regula- 
tions of the commander-in-chief constitute 
the rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the National Guard.’’ Article 99 
of the rules and regulations of the United 
States Army provides that in time of peace 
no officer shall be dismissed except in pur- 
suance ot the sentence of a court-martial, 
or. in mitigation thereof, This conflicts 
with nothing contained in the statutes of 
the State or thg rules and regulations 
adopted by the commander-in-chief. Reg- 
ulation 387 provides that an officer may be 
removed by sentence of’a general court- 
martial or for removal from the limits of 
his brigade or absence from the State with- 
out leave for the, period mentioned in sec- 
tion 1928 P. C. 

It iseupon sections 1938 and 1913, Po. 
litical Code, that counsel for plaintiff 
would seem mainly torely. The former 


provides that the commander-in-chief may* 


at any time, for good and sufficient cause, 
disband any portion of the National 
Guard, andthe latter reads: com. 
mander-in-chief, major-general, adjutant. 
general and the brigadier-general of each 
brigade constitute a board of location and 
organization of the National Guard within 
such brigade with power to transfer,.at- 
tach, consolidate or disband companies 
and toreorganize at pleasure regiments 


and battalions.”’ 


There was, think, no disbanding of any 
portion of the National Guard within the 


meaning of section, 1398 supra, and it is evi-. 


dent from the record that it was under sec- 
tion 1913 supra that the proceedings were 
taken. Itis plain that itis not the inten- 
tion of the law that field-oficers of the Na- 
tional Guard duly elected and commissioned 
should hold office at the pleasure of the 
commander-in-chief- (see P.C., sec. 1917,) 
or of the board of location and organiza- 
tion, and while itis probably true that by 
proceedings regularly had under either of 
said sections certain military offices might 


cease to exist, yet the law having provided 
for the removal of officers by sentence 


asked what action he intended to take, 
stated that he did not know until he 
had taken legal advice. He had his 
commission as colonel, signed by the 
Governor, and an order to take com- 
mand of the Seventh Regiment, which 
he had done, but whether he would con- 
tinue to exercise the functions of the 
office he could not say. In the mean- 
time, however, no order had been 
made by the court directing Col. Rus- 
sell to take the position, who, as a 


matter of fact, is in no better position 


than he was before. The colonel inti- 
mated that no steps would be taken 
until orders are received from head- 
quarters. 

Col. Butler was also seen, but he 
stated that he had not read the decision 
and would. reserve his opinion until 
after he had had an opportunity to 
do so, 

Altogether, it is a very awkward 
state of affairs all round. It is gener- 
ally conceded by members of the 
Guard that they are in a very peculiar 
position, and. a majority of them are 
undecided as to whether they have a 
colonel or not. 

The case will be taken tothe Supreme 
Court, and in the meantime the various 
companies will continue as heretofore 
until orders are received from Sacra- 
mento.
